10. INDOCHINA 

PHINQ FINDS IT DIFFICULT TO JUSTIFY ADMIN S REFUSAL TO 
GIVE CONGRESS COPIES OF NIXON LETTERS TO THIEU, ON 
GROUND OF DIPLOMATIC CONFIDENTIALITY - NO SVN GOVT 
EXISTS TO BE CONFIDENTIAL WITH; ISSUE NOT DIPLOMATIC 
CONFIDENTIALITY BUT PUBLIC CONFIDENCE. 

WP FEELS PROBLEMS OF RECEIVING SVN IMMIGRANTS ARE 
CONSIDERABLE BUT HARDLY UNMANAGEABLE; BUT UNLESS WHOLE 
REFUGEE SITUATION IS TAKEN PROMPTLY INTO HAND, NASTY 
PALL WILL BE CAST OVER VALID AND NECESSARY RESCUE 
OPERATION AND MANY PEOPLE UNNECESSARILY HURT (USIA WIRELESS 
FILE). 

HEARST'S BALT NA (MAY 1) CONTENDS "TASTE OF ASHES
